Wily is a Packing Plant needed here and what would be its value? 

1. ]n a recent Farm Forum round-up in which the opinion of 
groups all over Canada was summarized the opinion was almost univer¬ 
sally held that Farmers should establish producer-owned Meat Packing 
Plants. 

2. The tendency in the United States and other progressive coun¬ 
tries is to de-centralize the food packing industry. This has many ad- 
vanta.ges in the case of Livestock: 

{(!,) Pednees loss of animal tissue due to shijiment of live animals 
for long distances. 

(h) Peduces cost of transiiortation. 

(c) Provides local employment and thus tends to build up the 
community as a whole. 

{d) Establishes a local market for products. 

(e) Enables producers to observe their animals being prepared for 
market and graded. 

3. The establishment of a Packing Plant here would enable town 
and city people to obtain meat which has passed Federal health inspection 
and which has l)een gi’aded for quality by (lovernmcnt gi'aders. 

4. It would lend active support to the solution of the problems of 
post-war rehabilitation. 

5. The ])roducer will be better informed as to the actual value of 
his livestock and the by-products therefrom hecaiTse in a co-operative 
plant he will he returned the full value of his product less the actual 
handling costs. 

6. Under such a set-u]i the producer retains an interest iii his live¬ 
stock until they reach consumptive channels. 

'I'hese are some of the many advantages.

CANADA - ■ 100 YEARS FROM NOW

1 think it likely that in 100 years the population of Canada may be 
some 4r0 millions, since this is the rate at which other pioneering lands 
are developing. 1 think it likely that the area of densest population in 
the Dominion will have shifted to Alberta. 

1 think that Alberta may become the most important province in the 
Dominion, and that Calgary may surpass Ottawa and even rival London 
as a focus of the Empire. 

I believe that Canada will become an important “way station” from 
the United States of America to Europe and Asia, when most of our 
rapid transportation will be by air. 

Why do I select x41berta as “the land of promise” in the Dominion to 
come? Since the province with the biggest assets of coal is the province 
most likely to e.xpand in the coming industrial age, it is obvious why 1 
place Alberta first among the provinces of Canada in the next century. 
It is far ahead of any other part of the Dominion in coal resources which 
(in Alberta) are estimated at 600 million tons. This is the second largest 
deposit in the world, the largest being in the huge deposits of the Northern 
Rockies in the United Stated of America. 

Climate, which has a great deal to do with the development of any 
country, is another contributing factor in Alberta’s favor; for the climatic 
couditiojis conducive to agricultural expansion in northern Alberta are 
ahead of those in similar latitudes in any other province. Warm sununer 
conditions there are favorable for growing certain agricarltural products. 
Alberta is still rich in secoiuD and third-class lands, though not the rich 
lands of the prairies that were the feature of 19th Century development 
in the West. The exploitation of these second-rate lands will further 
increase Alberta’s population within the century. The potential crop- 
])roducing area in the Mackenzie region extends about 1,000 miles farther 
north than it does in Quebec, tor instance. (For further information on 
this point see map in “Canada’s Western Northland,” 1937—page 74.) 
Expansion will depend largely on developing certain types of plants and 
installing co,stly drainage. 



Thousands of producers and consumers are already 
unanimously supporting this new Southern Alberta industry 
which will process and market all types of meat products.
